MEMORANDUM.—Please substitute for Art. 72, as 
publisbed in tbe “ Rules and Articles of War,” from 
the Adjutant-General’s Office, of Nov. 30, 1892: 


ART. 72. Any general officer commanding au army, a Ter- 
ritorial Division or a Department, or colonel commanding a 
separate Department may appoint general courts-martial 
whenever necessary. But when any such commander is 
the accuser or prosecutor of any officer under his command 
the court shall be appointed by the President; and its pro- 
ceedings and sentence shall be sent directly to the Secretary 
of War, by whom they shall be laid hefore the President, 
for his eporoval or orders in the case,—[ Act of Congress ap- 
proved July 5, 1884; published in G. O. No. 73, A. G. O., 1884.

By direction of the Secretary of War paragraph 
1473 of the Regulations is amende i to read as follows: 


1473. When the station of an officer, serving eitber with or 
witbout troops, is changed while he is on leave oI absence, 
he will, on joining nis new station, be entitled to mileage 
from the piace of receipt of the order to the new station, 
provided the journey is made without troops and the dis- 
tance is not pres than that from the old to the new 
station; but if the distance be greater he will be entitled to 
mileage for a distance equal to that from the old to the new 
station only. 

Should it be made to appear necessary for such officer to 
return to his old station, before proceeding to the new one, 
authority for such return may be given by the officer who 
issued’ the order for the change of stations. [a such cases 
the order for change of stations will carry mileage only 
from the old to the new station.

ANGEL ISLAND, Cal., Deo. 26, 1892. 


THE ladies of the post kindly got up a Xmas tree, and on 
Christmas eve a ‘eye gathering of nearly every one in the 
post took place. Music was furnished by the string band of 
the veglenemh. and all the onildren under the tutelage of Mrs. 
Capt. Dougherty acquitted themselves very creditably, 
sinving several suitabie songs. Santa Claus soon after ap- 
peared on the scene and every youngster in the post re- 
ceived a present of some kind. Thos. Barry, Jr., was very 
prominent in these proseemnge and took considerable inter- 
est io all that oopureen. On Xmasthe companies all sat 
down to a magnificent cinner, at which turkey was 
resistance, and e one ossaey, enjoyed hi f. 

The weather h very stormy here, and sometimes it 
was almost impossible for the  Goverament steamer McDow- 
ell to land, and it is said by the oldest inhabitant that such 
bad weather bas never been known here. Some parts of 
roufs and buildings were blown down, but fortunately no 
one was injured. The two quarters of Cos. B and D, lat 
lnf., which are being raised and having an additional story 
placed on them, are nearly completed and stood the fury of 
the storm well. This additiun to the accommodation of — 
troops of this post was much needed,and now all the fire 
companies bave sufficient room. 

The placing of a quarantine station upon the island was of 
doubtful utility. Gen. Miles and Col. Shafter both protest- 
ed at the time this was first spoken about, but without re- 
sult, and now every time a vessel comes into port that is in- 
fected all the way from onetoS personsare dumped on 
the island. There isno fencesround the station,and the 
consequence is that two picket posts have to be established 
to prevent the people from overrunning the island. This, 
of course, makes guard duty very bard, and as the men have 
to sleep in tents on the posts, itis very unpleatrot during 
the rainy season. Should any serious epidemic appear, 
such as yellow fever or cholera, it 1s thought that the garri- 
son would have to be abandoned, What could have induced 
the Government to place a quarantine station close toa 
military post isa question that no one up tothe present 
time bas been able to solve. 

This is one of the few posts that has neithera post trader 
or a canteen, and a consensus of opinion is in favor of re- 
maining as now. Some few might like to have a canteen, 
but the mujority are well satisfied as things are, many com- 
paring this place with Benicia Barracks, where they were 
stationed before, when men frequentiy owed as much and 
more thanthbeir pay cameto every month. At any rate 
when pay day comes eee | here the men have their money 
to use as they please, instead of owing it all.

THE POST EXCHANGE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Iw the JouRNAL of Nov. 19, there appeared an ex- 
tract from an official report the concluding sen- 
tence of which declares, reforring to the exchange: 
“The exchange with an open saloon would be a 
first rate thing to recommend for adoption in the 
armyofanenemy.” Weare restrained from so do- 
ing as the articles of war expressly forbid our com- 
forting the enemy. 

It is objected to the exchange that “ the sale of 
beer superintended by a commissioned officer and 
served by non-commissioned officers and soldiers 
is not conducive to discipline. * *” Before the 
war an officer superintended the sale of and non- 
commissioned officers and privates served good 
commissary whiskey for officers at very reasonable 
rates and the writer can see no objection to their 
now furnishing beer for the men who will haye 
their stimulant, and far better that such should be 
xood beer at home than bad whiskey outside. Un- 
questionably it would be better if our men never 
put alcohol to their lips, even though in a mild 
decoction smethered in suds. but where are we to 
fiod angels to “‘ take on ”’ for $8.871¢ cash per month? 

Another objection urged against the exchange is 
that “the credit system brings them to the pay 
table with little or no money due,” which is under- 
stood to mean that certain exchanges allow ex- 
cessive credits. In all such cases Army R2gulations 
are, of course, violated. There are men who will 
ewill their regulation credit in a day if so allowed; 
there should always bea limit to the amonnt of a 
dav’'s credit. 

Exchages may b3 well regulated or otherwise; 
in the former oases they are beneficial and in the 
latter probably not so. One of the “otherwise” 
instances existed at a western post two years ago. 
The canteen was opened at reveille for the sale of 
beer (also wine and “ bitters’’ at that time), and there 
seemed to be no restriction on men as to the quan- 
tity of beer, etc., carried in bottles to their barracks; 
it was carried across the parade and the empty bot- 
tles were returned, carried in sacks, by the same 
route. At the writer’s post such practices are not 
tolerated ; disciplinary infractions occurring there 
are due almost entirely to bad whiskey from neigh- 
boring groggeries. 

The exchange here enhances the purchasing 
power of the soldier’s pay, and the monthly flow to 
the company fund, though but some 65 cents = 
man, is very welcome. Were such total flow but 
$7.50 per month, an amount that will satisfy a cook 
to remain in the kitchen beyond roster require 
ments, it would still bea great benefit. Capable cooks, 
nowadays, are very rare. Although the direct cash 
benefit to the company fund is but 65 cents per man, 
the fund is benefited in the prices of some fifteen or 
twenty ar‘icles of groceries, from apple butter to 
syrup, kept at the exchange for sale, at cost, to or- 
ganizations and noncommissioned staff. Ia the 
course of a yeara dozen attendants (three months 
detail) are pecuniarily benefited to the extent of 
some $30 each. The attendants do not rust as sol- 
diers, as they drill once a day and attend parade. 
Unfortunately Congress has so tied up the Army 
purse string that two-thirds of our building is etill 
uninhabitable, and we have, in consequence, neitber 
a billiard nor noncommissioned officers’ room—beer, 
hot and cold lunches express the business. Were 
the exchange com vleted to the extent desired and 
originally expected, the good already experienced 
would have been greater. Complete in all ite essen- 
tials, it is not difficult to picture the pleasure and 
comfort that would be derived by the soldier in his 
club. Creature of sociability and good fellowship 
that the soldier is, —_ those in the enjoyment of 
rank, club luxuries and home comforts debar bim 
the solace and pleasure of his beer, the exchange 
would close speedily, and the soldier be dependent 
on the sharks again. 

Great “ restléssness’’ exists itis true, but when 
men’s departures are facilitated even to the extent 
of allowing them as purchase money the pay de- 
tained by sentence of Court-martial, it seems bardly 
fair to saddle the restlessness on the exchange. The 
stoppage of about a months’ pay atthe end of six 
months’ service because of insufficient clothing 
allowance is one of the most potent causes of rest- 
lessness. 

In the organization, fifty-five men,to which the 
writer is attached—an organization which in discip 

line and instruction will compare favorably with 
any—there have been seven men tried in the past 
four months. Oae of these men was tried for deser- 
tion and six by summary court; of the latter cases 
but oneinfraction was because of drunkenness and 
that wasn't from beer. 

If Court-martial cases are any criterion of the ef- 
fect of exchanges on discipline, it would har3ly ap. 
pear from the showing jast mentioned that the ia-

EXAMINATION OF. HOSPITAL STEWARDS, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Jonrnal: 


‘THE present unfair mode (unfair to the Govern- 
ment and to the applicant) of examining candidates 
for hospital stewardships in the Army should be 
reformed. I'he questions to be propounded are now 
sent under seal to the post surgeon. So far, well and 
good, but post surgeons are like all other men, some 
are strict and some are lax; and here comes jo the 
unfairness and inequality: A dozen candidates, 
more or less, are examin under widely different 
circumstances; one candidate 1s handed a page of 
questions to answer at his convenience or leisure, 
another does not see the original page at all but is 
handed a few questions at a time, indifferently 
scrawled on a piece of paper and is made to answer 
them in the presence of the “ Board.” The latter 
questions, necessarily fragmentary in ch are 
ca Tied safely in the pocket of the “ Board,” which 
adjourns quite frequentiy, and when the examina- 
tion is at last compieted, these numerous ents, 
crumpled and soiled, are bundled together, and, 
with the report of the “ Buard,” forwarded to 
Washington for the wsthetic and critical examina- 
tion of the reviewer. The very appearance of the 
papers (no matter how well answered) are against 
the candidate, whereas the lucky one, permi to 
answer at his leisure, neatly copies and arranges his 
replies in regular sequence. 

Among the first class of candidates examined un- 
der the present system in 1887, were three ex bospi- 
tal stewards, men of education and experience in 
their calling. It happened that they were examined 
by some of the strict and conscientious * Boards,”’ 
and as a result they stood in the middle instead of 
at the head of their classes. Three men, with but 
short length of service and still less service in the 

edical Department, were announced as having 
passed Nos. 1,2and 3, respectively. No. 1 was a 
young man with but a few moaths’ service as a 2d 
class steward, stationed at an obscure one company 
sub-post, and the writer has good grounds for 
knowing that this same young man was banded bis 
papers on their arrival and auswered them at his 
leisure (which was consi-‘lerable) in the tenc cety 
occunied by the “ Board ”’ and hiuself. The medi- 
cal officer boarded at the only hotel in the town and 
spent the major portion of his time there. As was to 
be expected, this candidate (without any hospital 
experience) was No. 1 of the class, and as a reward, 
was assigned to a large and exclusive military post 
situated on the banks of the Hudson. Alas, after a 
few weeks this No. 1 was discharged by order, hav- 
ing been found to be incompetent to fill the position 
for which he had so brilliantly passed! 

A recent circular from the Surgeon-General’s 
Office directs an annual examination of candidates 
instead of, as heretofore, a semi-annual, and as a 
remedy to the unfairand unequal mode referred to, 
it is respectfully suggested that the annual exam- 
ination before one Board, of at least three medical 
offi-ers, convened at some central point, where the 
practical as well as the theoretical fitness of the 
Gsndidates could be impartially demonstrated, and 
bopor given to whom honor is due.

Sydenham bas gone out of his way to criti- 
cizs this company upon a point of which bis ignor- 
ance of the subject makes bim incapable of judgiag, 
[a the first piace his application was not declined 
for the reason which he aseigos. [o the second place 
tne examining physician does not decide upon the 
acceptance or rejection of risks: he merely gives 
bis personal and professional opinion as to whetoer 
the case is or is not insurable. The final decision 
upon the application rests with the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Home Office. 

In the third — the Medical Department of the 
company declined outright Mr. Sydenbaw’s appli- 
eation for insurance for the good and sufficient 
reason that he was not insurable under the rules of 
the company. This decision is a' tached fo his appli- 
cation, and 1s approved by the Executive on a sep- 
arate slip and carries with it the whole weight of a 
fioal rejection. 

Why a lieutenant in the U.S. Army should pub- 
licly attack the administration of a greatand hon- 
orable corporation, in which ve many of his 
brother officers are happily and safely insured, be- 
cause under its rules he is unfortunately unineur- 
able, is a question difficult for fair-minded men to 
answer satisfactorily.

Your correspondent, as per item pubiished in 
your issue of Dec. 10, is in error as 8 8 can- 
teen at the Mare Island Barracks, as there is not 
ove of thew, but a post traders store, to which the 
Marine Corps still clings. Capt. H. C. Cochrane is 
a strong advocate of the canteen or exchange sye- 
tem on the same plan as in the Army, i. ¢., for the 
benefit of the enlisted men, and not post traders, 
but his many efforts iu that direction so far have 
not been euccessful. On March 30, 1891, a petition 
signed by 93 per cent. of the commad praying for 
the establishment of a canteen, on the same system 
as in the Army, was forwarded to the Colonel Com- 
mandant, U.S. M. C., requesting him to bring the 
matter before the Secretary of the Navy in such a 
manner as would result in allowing this great bene- 
fit and privilege, to which not even a reply has been 
received; but, the post trader was notified by the 
Colonel Commandant and Secretary that he need 
not be alarmed as no change would be made. The 
profits of the post trader’s store averaze from $5,000 
to $7,000. a year, all of which is derived from the 
meagre pay of the enlisted men, so it is hard to see 
where the club life of the enlisted men comes in. 
Tn regard tothe race track mentioned on Dec.17, that 
was the first intimation that Capt. Cochrane re- 
ceived about it. The commanding officer is the one 
who makes improvements. 8S. 








AFFAIRS ON THE RIO GRANDE. 


Apvicss of the doings of our troops in the field, 
on this sice of the Rio Grande, have been somewhat 
meagre this week. A despatch of Dec. 31 says: Three 
troops of the 7th U. S. Cav., with camp supplies, 
have left Laredo for the lower country. Co. C, 23d 
Inf., willsoon leave for New I.aredo. A despatch 
of Jan. L reports an engagement on the Mexican side 
north of Guerrero between the revolutioniste and 
Mexican troops. The former are those whuv made 
the successful attack on Mexican troops opposite 
San Ignacio a few weeks ago, and were pursued for 
several days by Lt. West, 3d U. 8S. Cav., and his 
troops. The U. 8. troops pusbed them so closely that 
the revolutionists determined to cross the river into 
Mexico. The total number of Mexican troops in act- 
ive service on the frontier is 2,727. The best inform- 
ed authorities state that no claims for damages 
against the U. S. growing out of the raids of bandits 
along the border have been presented to the Gov- 
ernment at Washington. The Mexican Legation has 
pointed out the evils arising from the raids, and re- 
quest that vigilance along the border be increased 
and more troops be sent to prevent further incur- 
sions from American territory. The news that this 
bas been done has created much satisfaction.

The official trial of the new coast defence vessel 
Monterey occurred in the bay of Sao Frarcisco Jan. 
5 Telexraphic advices state that the cfiicial com- 
putations upon the data will not be completed for a 
week. Approximate comptations:- were wade as soon 
as the run was finished and they show a develop- 
ment of 5,452 boree power on the main engines alone. 
Horse power of the auxiliary engines is estimated at 
frow 100 to 200, according to the allowance which 
the Government will conclude to grant. Duriovg 
the four boursrun undera forced draft there was 
no accident to any part of the machinery. The 
maxiaum revolutions are given as 168 per minute, 
and the average for four bours was about 162. Aoc- 
cording to the best estimates obtainable ber maxi- 
mum speed was over 15 knots with the tide in her 
favor, and ber average speed with and against the 
tide was about 14 knots. The featureof tbe trial 
which attracted the greatest attention on the part 
of theengina+rs was the entirely successful perform- 
ance of the Ward coil boilers. The trial run estab- 
lished the success of this experiment to the satisfac- 
tion of all of the engineers and officers. 


THE statement that Canada is building upon the 
lakes in the guise of revenue cutters two emall but 
well-equipped gun boats is based unon a report to 
the Treasury Department, by Lt. G. L. Carden, of 
the Revenue Marine Service, and a graduate of the 
Naval Academy. His report was the result of a 
visit he made to Canada in the che’acter of a confi- 
dential agent of our Government. He reported that 
the bull desicns of three vessels recently eonatruct- 
ed, or now on the docks, the Constance, Curlew and 
Petrel, show sufficient strength to permit of the 

' ounting of 14-pounder rapid fire maxim Norden- 
feldt guns; more than a match for the combined 
batteries of the three Unite t States reven'e cutters 
on the laker—the Perry, Johnson and Fessenden. 
The vessels can mwavocuvre at easein the Welland 
Cana', and, with their rapid-fire guas, could keep a 
hostile force clear of the locks until British gun- 
boats could enter Lake Erie. The Canadians deny 
the accuracy of Lieut. Carden’s description, an’ 
ray that the vessels are not intended for the lak s, 
but to protect tbe St. Lawrence fisberies. 
ln answer to their claim that the reported torpedo 
tubes are only hawser pipes, one officer. who stands 
in a confidential position with tae United States 
Government, said: *“* Possibly the Canadians have 
seen fit to cap over these torpedo tubes, and possibly 
there may be found in the hold of the Curlew some- 
thing besides stores and rigging. [am wilting to 
wager that three as serviceable Maxim- Nordenfeldr 
guns as were ever mounted on the deck of a ship 
will be found in that veesel’s hold.” 


In the triai of Commander Johnson, of the Mo- 
hican, Lieut. Fechteler testified tbat when at 4 a.m. 
he relieved Tyler, he was told by him that the 
ship was coming up and that the navigator was 
looking out for bim. He tried to clew up the top- 
sails and found it to be difficult. He pulled two 
vdells to stop the engines, but the navigator objected 
20 earnestly that be pulled one bell and told him 
that he had better notify the Commander as he 
might be worried. He said: 


I spent most of my time on deck in assisting the sailors, 
as we were short of good men, having only two decent 
petty officers. The navigator asked me to take in some 
stay sail, which [ did. I was in the starboara gangway 
when she struck. I stopped and backed ber engines. Up 
to this time I was in complete charge of the deck. I then 
Jeft the belm in charge of the navigvtor. Up to this period 
I bad received no orcers from the Commander or any one 
else. The navigator was conning suip and I assisted as far 
as possible. Aitter striking I took entire charge, inclu ling 
the belm. I told the Commander, who was on the quarter- 
aeck, that she ought togo shed by head eail. e said: 
* All rigbt, do it.” He then asked Lieut. Very to take 
charge, and he did go. I did not consider that the naviga- 
tor had any authority to give me orders. I made no report 
to the Commander that would lead him tothbink that the 
ship was in danger. I bad no idea of such a thing, for 
nothing indicated ‘t except tbe wotried mwapner of the 
pavigating officer. I had po orders in relation to soundings, 
and none were taken before striking. I did not see the 
Commander until she struck, and | would have seep him 
bad he been®n deck. I never received any instructions 
from the Commsander that tbe navigator bad any authority 
ever the deck officer. 1 did make a report to the Comman- 
der which I expected woald bring. bim on deck, unless he 
bad the most implicit confidence in bis nav 
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Department. It is reported that her engines jump- 
ed, and thumped on the trip to such an ex- 
tent that it was decided to abandon steam and re- 
turn to Mare Island under sail. No official repo~t of 
this occurrence bas been received at the Depart- 
ment, but a telegram to the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering states that trouble had been caused in the 
Ranger's engines because her counterbalance was 
too heavy. 

The London Engineer says: “ Despite all that has 
recently been done with public money in the pro- 
duction of a war fieet in the United States, the 
American shipbuilder will uever be able to build 
ships at a price to compete with this country, while 
wages and materials are dear. Their coasting, lake 
and river traffic, they will, of course, retain, as long 
as their existing navigation laws remain ia force, 
and with tbat traffic they will retain the building of 
tbe ships which do the work. But the over-sea trade 
will be done by the nation which can doit at the 
least cost, and the United States cannot be that na- 
tion while she deliberately prevents her shipbuild- 
ers from fairly competing in the race for cheap pro- 
duction. It is quite true that she ran away from us 
once, but those were the daysof wood. We could 
never build wooden ships so cheaply as a nation 
baving boundless virgin forests reaching to the 
water's edg¢; and so it was that the New Engliar der, 
with bis original inventive mind and enterorising 
ebaracter, took advantage of unlimited cheap tim- 
ber, and then modelled and rigged ships after a 
style of bis own, which for atime beat the stereo- 
typed productions of our conservative-mind 
builders upen every point except those of strength 
and durability. The days of wood shipbuilding are 
past, and the United States builders are no longer 
able to take advantage of their almost unlimited 
supply of a material which half a century ago was 
ahendy becoming scarce and dear in this country.”

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THE EDUCATION OF THE SOLDIER. 


THESE are the days of a universal craving for 
what is known as education—meaning the know- 
ledge that is to be learned from books or is conveyed 
orally. Education, as thus interpreted, is depended 
upon to cure all the evils that afflict humanity. It 
is by many expected to serve as a substitute for ex- 
perience, for religious training, for moral develop- 
ment. Even in the Army we are learning to regard 
the ideal soldier or the ideal officer as the one whose 
brain carries the most varied assortment of facts, 
which may or may not be relevant to the business 
he has in hand. We are not disposed to argue 
against all this, and would not fora moment sug- 
gest a doubt that the great captains, if they were 
up before a modern examination board, would, 
upon the classification of their papers, follow each 
other in the order in which history classifies them. 
Charlemagne, who did not learn to write until he 
reached man’s estate, would still be Charlemagne. 
Grant and Sherman and Sheridan would still hold 
leading place, and Forrest, of the Confederate 
service, would be accorded his rank as a lieutenant- 
general. It must be understood, therefore, that we 
are not questioning the value of education in the 
Army. Yet, we may venture the suggestion that 





giving a wider interpretation to the term education. 

’ With few exceptions, no man is enlisted who ean 
not read and write, and no man who is a good me% 
chanic enlists, unless compelled to do so because 
vicious habits prevent him from obtaining steady 
employment. Undoubtedly it is our duty to im- 
prove, by training, every man who comes into our 
ranks. But to what end shall the effort at im- 
provement be directed? Shall we teach the soldier 
to take care of himself and to aid in the protection, 
safety and comfort of his comrades; or shall we 
multiply soldiers writing clerkly hands and able to 
tell their comrades of the length and course of 
navigable streams, and to call off the names of those 
who killed the mighty Cesar? Shall our training 
be manual or mental? If manual, we make our 
soldier a fair blacksmith, wheelwright, axe-man, 
baker, or train bim for some useful trade, so as to 
better fit him for usefulness in civil life, while we also 
increase his value asa soldier. If mental, so far 
as our Army school with its limited means and time 
can go, we make him but a poorly-tutored scholar, 
unfit to compete, either in the Army or in civil life, 
with the boy from a common school. In military 
life a good baker oftentimes saves more lives than a 
good doctor; an expert axe-man is of more value 
than a score of caligraphers; a cobbler is of more 
use than a college graduate. A mechanic, or man 
of almost any trade, as he is usually handy at other 
than his own trade, is always of use in the Army, 
Manual training involves a certain amount of men- 
tal training. 

Keeping in view our present policy of educating 
men to become better wage-earners, we should 
have in mind the classes from which most enlisted 
men come, and to which they must return. Hay- 
ing this in view, does not manual training seem 
preferable to a half-finished clerical education? In 
America an ordinary -school education is socommon 
that it possesses but little commercial value, while 
the possession of a handicraft is always Sof value, 
especially in the newer portions of our country. We 
do not decry book-learning, but we should not 
forget that philanthropic effort is giving increasing 
attention to manual training. Everything that 
elevates a man mentally, morally or physically 
helps to make him a better soldier. Ic is true that 
every man can not be made a mechanic; nor every 
man a scholar. He should, therefore, be trained 
according to hisbent. Whatever form of education 
we adopt, its first object should be to improve the 
man’s value as a soldier. 








THE retirement Jan. 3 of Oolonel Rodney Smith 
and the consequent promotion, reduces the number 
of paymasters to twenty-five, the limit fixed by 
Congress at the last session. The next casualty 
will, therefore, afford the President an opportunity 
to make the appointment of a paymaster with the 
rank of major. It is presumed that President Har- 
rison already has some one in view for one of these 
places, as it is understood that a scheme is now on 
foot to bring about a retirement or two before 
March 4. Under the act of 1884 the President is 
given the power to retire any paymaster who has 
served over twenty years. Should he care to exer- 
cise it he would, therefore, have the power to retire 
the four senior paymasters. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the desired vacancy will be created by the 
retirement on account of disability of Major John 8, 
Witcher, who has been on the sick list for a long 
time past. 








SECRETARY ELKIns has reached a conclusion re- 
garding the re-establishment of division commands, 
He has decided to let the matter remain as it stands 
at present, not that he entirely approves of ex-Sec. 
retary Proctor’s action in abolishing the divisions, 
but because he considers it unwise to attempt re- 
forms during the closing days of the Administra- 
tion. There may be several changes in the depart- 
ment commands before March 4 in order to provide 
for the assignment of Gen. Carr to a department 
other than the Colombia, the only one now vacant, 
but nothing will be done, the Secretary says, in the 
way ot a general change in military commands or 
the geographical limits thereof. As Gen. Schofield 
has always been opposed to the abolition of the di- 
visions it isto be presumed that the question will 
be brought up when the new Administration takes 


hold, _——— 





there may possibly be some advantage gained by 
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Four retirements under the 30 year service law, 
shortly to oceur, will give’a slight but highly ap- 
preciated impetus to promotion in the cavalry and 
infantry. They are Major Moses Harris, 8th 
cavalry; Major Emil Adam, 6th Oavalry; Major 
pdward W. Whittemore, 12th Infantry, and Captain 
Ira Quinby, 11th Infantry. These retirements will 
be made as soon as there are vacancies to spare on 
the limited retired list. Two now exist, but as it is 
the policy of the War Department to keep about 
this number open for emergencies, the officers 
named will probably continue on the active list 
until during the coming month, when several re- 
tired officers will celebrate their sixty—fourth birth- 
days by transfer from the limited to the unlimited 


list. 








Tue artillery-infantry reorganization bill will be 
the next important measure to receive the attention 
f the House Military Committee. Chairman Outh- 
waite expects to call it up for consideration the lat- 
er part of this week. He will not attempt to say 
what form the bill is likely to take before being re- 
ported back to the House, but in view of the agita- 
jon the subject is receiving from many quarters, 
he militia as well as the Army, it is confidently ex- 
nected the three-battalion feature for the two arms 
vill finally prevail in some shape before the session 
loses.

sfar. The regulations as a whole, judging from 
reports upon them, are very satisfactory. All 
reports from the Departments of the East and 
ota are now in and others are on the way, 













THE gppearance of two new manuals of Drill Re- 
gulations for bicyclists, one by General Ordway, of 
Washington, and the other by Lieut. W. T. May, léth 
Infantry, mark an important feature of progress in 
military work. Recognizing that the bicycle is too 
useful to be disregarded, it seems very proper that 
its position in military service should be determined 
and a system of instruction adopted. While in prac- 
tical service, it is doubtful whether bodies of troops 
would be manceuvred mounted upon bicycles, yet 
it might be necessary to transport them from place 
to place by means of this rapidly moving machine, 
and it is eminently essential that such marches 
should be made with the regularity and system of 
practiced drill. Length of marches, care of the 
wheels, methods of using bicycles under different 
conditions presenting themselves, are subjects 
treated of in these publications, and with the mat- 
ters of detail as to distance, stacking, easy and 
prompt handling of wheels, and the proper military 
equipment to be carried on them, the books are of 
value to any soldier interested in the development 
of the Service and to any wheelman ambitious of 
adding to his pastime something in the line of mil- 
itary training. It would be most desirable to fol- 
low these publications with a treatise upon the 
work of the military cyclist in the field, in recon- 
naissance, scouting, and courier duty, because in 
this direction the bicycle becomes a most important 
factor. With his field book, cyclometer and com- 
pass, the wheelman can make an accurate survey of 
the country with great rapidity, and the pneumatic 
tyred wheels now in use enables the rider to travel 
over roads in almost any condition. These books 
of Bicycle Drill Regulations are an appro 
priate recognition of the value of the bi- 
cycle; its further use, in connection with the 
movements of an army in the field, is an even more 
important requirement. 








Tue New York Times tells of atively correspon- 
dence between the Secretary of the Navy and the 
Midvale Steel Co.. which is described as having ‘“‘all 
the ferocity that incensed antagonists can give it.’ 
It is also reported to be “ vehement to the point of 
personal abuse.”’ The Midvale people, it appears, 
are claiming that they are entitled_to the contract 
for armor piercing projectiles which has been given 
to the Oarpenter Steel Co. at about one half the 
price that the Midvale people asked for. The 
amount involved in the Carpenter contract is 
$200,000. Seoretary Tracy calls attention to the fact 
thatiseveral deliveries have been made under the 
Carpenter contract, and the shells tested have 
proved satisfactory. He contrasts this condition of 
things with‘the experience of the Army Ordnance 
Officers, who entered into contract with the Mid- 
yale Company as early as Dec. 13, 1890, for furnish- 
ing eight and ten. inch projactiles, and under which 
contract no deliveries have yet been made. No de- 
liveries have been made under the second contract 
with the Army Ordnance Officein June, 1891, for 
eight, ten, and twelve inch shells. The Secretary 
dwelis with considerable emphasis upon the com- 
parative capacities of the two rival American pro- 
jectile makers. 








Tue articles in the New York press con cerning 
alleged troubles at Furt Schuyler have very 
much the appearance of persecution of the 
capable‘officer and post commander, Captain F. C. 
Grugan, 2d U.S. Artillery. Captain Grugan’s ser- 
vice dates from 1861. He had a good record as an 
officer of the Pennsylvania Volunteers, enlisted at 
the close of the war, was soon afterwards commis- 
sioned and attained the grade of captain in 1885. So 
far as we know his record is without spot or blemish, 
and in every position he has filled it has been to the 
credit of the service and of himself. Then why is 
he thus hounded? That he is a disciplinarian is a 
fact. Many are of opinion that the present day re- 
quires perhaps a little more discipline than is gen- 
erally exercised, and that Captain Grugan found 
much necessity for tightening the reins of disci- 
pline when he got to Schuyler is another fact. But 
as a soldier, with all the word implies, his tongue 
and hands are tied, so far as the public press is 
concerned, and in that direction, at least, he is de- 
fenceless. In every command there are malcon- 
tents always ready to foment discord and strife. 
Schuyler.bas had ite share as the published state- 
ments show. But in the name of common sense 
and decency, and in behalf of his brother officers 
throughout the service, we protest against these 
vicious attacks upon a gallant and meritorious offi- 
cer and gentleman. 








Wer commend to the attention of all graduates 
and friends of the Naval Academy the letter on the 
subject of rowing at the Academy which appears 
elsewhere.

- Tne N. Y. Medical Journal for Oct. 22 publishes 
& special report to the Surgeon General U. 8. Army 
by Lewis A. Large, M. D., on the question, * Cana 
septic bullet infect a gun shot wound?” He cites 
experiments to show that lesions in wounds are not 
attributable in any way to the hurt inflicted by the 
bullet, and tells us that the consensus of opinion 
among surgeons is that gun shot wounds are asa 
rule asceptic. As the result of careful experiments, 
which he describes, Dr. Large concludes that cart- 
ridges in the original packages are as a rule free from 
septic germs, and hence a majority of. gun shot 
wounds are asceptic though the contagion of a 
septic bullet is not destroyed by firing, and 
germs gather upon bullets carried about for 
some time out of the original packages. 








WE learn that the Court of [oquiry in the case of 
Maj. W. H. Ludlow, Corps of Eagineers, U.S. A, 
ordered by Special Orders from the Headquarters 
of the Army of December 27, 1892 (order published 
last week), was asked for by that officer as long ago 
as Novewber 7, 1892. We are glad to be able to pub- 
lish this information 80 as to set aside ths strictures 
which have been passed from time totimein the 
daily press upon Maj. Ludlow, because he did not 
apply fora Court of Inquiry to settle the questions 
atissue. He only waited long enough to satisfy 
himself that he could not obtain justice from the 
Treasury Department. 








Tue War Department has experienced consider- 
able difficulty in getting Army officers to accept de- 
tails as [ndian ageuts at the Sisseton and Wahpeton 
Agencies in South Dakota and the La Poiate, Wis., 
Agency. Captain Charles Porter, 8th Infantry, and 
Lieutenant L. A. Lovering, 4th Infantry, who were 
detailed to these agencies, have had their orders ree 
voked in view of their unwillingness to serve under 
orders from the Interior Department, and several 
others who were afterwards offered the details de- 
clined. An officer—Lieutenant W. A. Mercer, 8th 
Infantry—was finally found willing to accept the 
iam Pointe, Wis., Agency, but the South Dakota 
agency is still going abegging. 








ANOTHER batch of candidates for appointment as 
ordnance sergeants will shortly be examined. As 
the last appointees were nearly all from the artil- 
lery arm, it has been concluded to confine the next 
examinations to candidates from the infantry and 
cavairy. There are about forty-five candidates 
from these two arms and about half that num- 
ber will be ordered up for examination. There are 
no vacancies at present, and as there are several on 
the approved list awaiting vacancies, those who may

Tue report of Col. F. OC. Ainswortb, U. 8. Army, 
Chief of the Record and Pension Office, to the Seo- 
retary of War, of the operations of the bureau since 
it was created by act of Congress, approved May 9, 
1892, is, without exaggeration, a most interesting 
document. Particularly is this so under the head 
of “‘ Index-Record Card Work.”

The Sheffield papers say that there is little doubt 
that the Admiralty wil] use the Harvey armor plate 
in new warsbips. The final decision will be consid- 
erably influenced by the latest experiments. The 
Sheffield Telegraph says itis clear that so far the 
American inventor has achieved the greatest suc- 
cess iD armor resistance to prejectiles ever known. 
There is to be another trial in Eogland for the pur- 
pose of confirming the first impressions as to the 
value of the process. 





The “Cunningham torpedo,” tried at Bedford, 
Mass.. Nov. 13, 1892, 1s a cigar-shaped projectile with 
a conical head, carryine 100 lbs. of dynamite fired 
by 8 percussion point. It is armed with threesharp 
blades to cut netting. [It is divided in the middle by 
a beavy partition. In the rear isa charge which acts 
backwards through 24 ports % of an inch in diam- 
eter in the tai! block. The explosion of the forward 
cbarge is deflected by a dome and thrown out 
throngb a port-ring in the bse of the head, pierced 
by 60 holes 9-16 of anioch in diameter. [tacts upon 
the princinle of the skyrocket and is said to have a 
speed of 50 ft. per second. The charge of 440 pounds 
of slow-burning powder is so distributed as to bal- 
ance the torpedo in a horizontal position and main- 
tain its equilibrium in the water. Accuracy of di- 
rection is obtained by eight spiral wings imparting 
a circular motion to the torpedo. The apparatus 
weighs 1,344 lbs. and is mounted on a casemertea car- 
riage, which moves on rails extending down 200 feet 
into the water. The torpedo is fired two feet below 
the surface by electricity applied at the breech and 
bead chambers simultaneously. 


Comdr. Folger has been made a defendant in the 
suit brought by Lieut. Samuel Seabury against 
Ecsign Dashiell for infringement of patent on 
rapid-fire breech mechanism. Papers againat 
Comdr. Folger were filed before the Circuit Court 
of the District of Columbia on Saturday last. 
Sbortly after the issue of his patent, as Lieut. Sea- 
bury claims, be exhibited a model and drawings to 
Commo. Foiger, and that he was promised a trial 
ot bis invention bv the Navy Department. Soon 
afterward Comdr. Folger is said to bave planned, 
with Ensign Robert B. Dashiell,.to desiga a cannon 
similar to Seabury’s and to evaie the charge of in- 
fringement by changing the form of certa'n varts 
of tbe invention. Seabury’s drawings and model 
are said to have been used in this -vork, and the re- 
sources and facilities of the Bureau of Ordnance 
called into play. The trial of the design was suv- 
cessful and it is asserted that a Jarge number of 
b-eecbloading vannon, embodying Lieut. Seabury’s 
improvements, are in process of construction at the 
Navy-yard, under the direction of Ensign Dasbiell, 
who claims to be the inventor. The work is said to 
bave been carried on secretly and purposely kept 
from the owners of Lieut. Seabury’s patent until 
early in 1892, when it reached such ‘jimensions that 
longer concealment was impossible. An injunction 
is asked to prevent further infringements and a de- 
cree compelling Comdr. Folger to pay for the dam- 
agcor the plaintiffs have suffered. 


In a letter to the London Engineer, Mr. James 
Longridge, referring to an articie on the Brown 
gun read before the American engineers, says: * lt 
is said, ‘A wire wound cylinder can readily be con- 
structed which it is impossible to burst with gun- 
powder, but when an attempt was made to apply 
wire to this purpose » difficulty of vital importance 
was encountered. Various attempts have been 
made to overcome this difficulty. Longridge inserted 
thin longitudinal steel tapes between the layers of 
wire in order to give longitudinal strength to the 
jacket itself.’ It is quite clear that the writer of the 
paper has never read my works on this subject. In 
them I have constantly and usque ad nauseam 
stated that there is no difficulty at all in the matter, 
and so long ago as 1860 [ pointed out in my first 
paper at the Lnstitution of Civil Engineers how the 
apparent difficulty was to be mer. So far from ‘all 
wire guus that bave yet been tested having shown 
weakness in that’ direction, as is stated in the ar- 
ticle, no wire gun of my design has ever shown the 
slightest weak ness, as witness the wire guns which 
have been made at Aboukcff, and those made, and 
now making at the Royal Gun Factory. I never 
suggested ‘tbe insertion of thin tapes between the 
layers of wire.’ This was an idea of the Elswick 
Gun Factory, and was expressly condemned by me 
in the paper above referred to. It is incomprehensi- 
ble to me how, after all | have written, this buebear 
of want of longitudinal strength should still exist.” 


We were shown in London recently the Hydro- 
phone invented by Capt. McEvoy, formerly of the 
Confederate service, and a well known inventor. 
It isan ingenious electrical aod telephonic appar- 
atus for defending roadsteads, anchorages, and 
minefields, by giving warning by visible and audi- 
ble signals on shore of the approach at night, or 
during thick weather, of torpedo boats or other 
hostile vessels. ‘It has,” says the Times, “just 
been subjected to experiments extending over sev- 
eral weeks at the mining establishment in Stokes 
Bay, where it was witnessed in operation by Col. 
Vetcb, of the War Department,a committee of 
Royal Engineers from Chatham, snd various offi- 
cers belonging to the Vernon. The submerged part 
consists of a bell sbaned iron case. At the top is 
fitted a sensitive vibrator or diagraphm enclosed in 
@ copper box. When the case is submerged the de- 
licate mechanism is kept clear of the water by 
meacs of the column of compressed air, which is 
er closed as in a diving bell. No sooner does a tor- 
pedo boat approach within a radius of baif a mile, 
or a man of war within a mile, tban the pulsations 
of ber propellers producea vibratory movement 
inside the case. These vibrations are transmitted 
to the station on shore. Capt. McEvoy would con- 
Dect a danger zone by means of hydrophones with 
ihe nearest coastguard stations. By these means a 
ship would be warned of thé danger it was in b

AccoRDING to an account in the Proceedings of 
the Royal Artillery [nstitution the vicinity of Aden 
is said to furnish such sport forthe lovers of b 
game that £150 has been paid by a sporting captain 
of infantry for an exchange for six months to 
Aden, which is oneof the most undesirable of 
posts. From Aden “the journey to Somaliland is 
one night by sea. a camel dak of forty miles, and 
then three marches bring you into the 5,000-foot re- 
gion of trees, upland grass, meadows, viol and 
wild strawberries. More than one hundred lions 
were shot in Somaliland this season. Col. Curteis, 
A. A. G., Bombay, bagged eight in one day, moat of 
which charged; another sporteman got three, and 
lost a fourth badly wounded, in one night. Tre 
following varied bagis Capt. Harkness’ (R. A.) re- 
cord for four months: Birds: quail to ostrich: he 
brought backa young ostrich now at the Zoo. 
Beasts, sporting: nineteen digdig, two gezalle, three 
Waller’s gazelle, four Sommering’s gazelle, two 
hartebeeste, three kudu, four lesser kudu, seven 
oryx, ten wart hog, one lion (which nearly made 
good his charge, but his jaw was broken and vo 
lasting injury resulted), and one elephant.

RUSSIAN TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATES. 


The Engineer for Dec. 16, 1892, publisbes illustra 
tions of the plate tested at Ochta, with a description 
of the results, which are thus summed up: 1. The first 
shot on the Camme'!! hard steel plate rebounded in- 
tact, penetrating 1344 in. The second shot went 
clean througb, cracking ¢ ff the corner. At the third 
shot half the plate fell down and the shot broke, 
just touching the backing. Summing up the results 
witb the other plates it say:: “2. Cammel!l—soft—bore 
six rouvds and only showed a crack in the last 
round. The penetration was in one case 21}¢ in. and 
in one only ll in. This plate behaved very well, 
but is ratber soft. One projectile broke. 3. St. 
Chamwond. This bore six rounds without cracking. 
The penetrations measured were 12in. in three cases 
and llin.in one. Three prejectiles broke in two, 
leaving the beads embedded in two instances. This 
was a splendid steel plate, and one of the mst ver- 
fect yet tested without a hardened face. 4 E'lis- 
Tressider plate, which bore four rounds oply, 
breaking to pieces from some defect in the steel, but 
breaking up the projectiles comp'etely. We think 
that 12in. penetration is too much under the con- 
ditions of trial, and that the faces must bs hardened 
to promise any future to plates. The Ellis-Tresid- 
der plate’s failure will probably make it dif- 
ficult for it to win confidence abread. It is, 
however, in our judgment, a question onl< 
of time, judging from our own English trials” 

Sneaking of the conclusion of the trial, Dec, 13, the 
Engineer says: “The Harvey plate, made by 
Mesers. Vickers and Co. has been completely suc- 
cessful. Firing was commenced at this plate ex- 
actly in accordance with the programme, the 6-in. 
gun firing Holtzers forged steel projectiles weighing 
about 90 |bs. Englisb, with an average striking velo- 
sity of 2173 ft. per second. The points being firmly 
held in the plate, the penetration can only be 
guessed. it appeared to be about 4in. or. 5in. Four 
projectiles fired in succession behaved in the same 
way,and po cracks were made. It was then de- 
cided thet the competition should be declared at an 
end, the Harvey plate having already proved itself 
to be the best. Advantage was now taken of the 
resisting power remaining iu the plate, to test the 
effect of heavier blows. A Qin. projectile, weirh- 
ing 406 Ib., was fired with a striking velocity of 1,655 
ft. seconds from the 35 calibre gun. This penetrated 
and broke up, fracturing the plate in fissures run- 
ning through the previous points of impact, but no 
part of the plate fel!; no bolts were broken, and 
only one ben’. A second similar 9 in. projectile was 
fired with a striking velocity of 1,889 ft. per second. 
This broke up, bat brought down the whole plate 
in fragments, together with the woodwork and 
backing. Theshel! point, which was broken, just 
reach the wrought iron skin behind the backing. [be 
wood was set on fire. [It was considered that any 
supporting (structure bebind armor and backing 
would bave been wholly uninjured. Garvey is to be 
greatly congratulated on the complete success of his 
piate, which has behaved exactly in the way a plate, 
in our judgment, sbould bebave. It broke up the pro- 
jectiles from the 6in. gun without cracking, and 
so abruptly as to prevent the shot receiving sup- 
port from surrounding plate, and to cause a great 
part of the blow to fall harmlessly on it in the form 
of fragments. When a blow altogether outmatch- 
ing the plate is delivered on it, the plate breaks up 
in every direction, instead of letting the shot 
through. This again is good behavior. When alto- 
gether outmatched, we bold that armor ought to 
behave in this way, that is to say, it ought to call on 

all the resisting powers it can bring together, and 
stop the projectile, and save the structure bebind it 
at the cost of its own destruction, It is chiefly on 
the thin armor of cruisers, and on the thinner parts 
of beavily-clad vessels, that such overpowering 
blows will fall. In either case it is desirable that 
the armor should be destroyed rather than what it 
proteots. The cruiser is not intended to stand up 
against long continued fire, and in the gun battery 
or upper structure of a ship the destruction of 
plates will not produce the awk Wardneés that weutd
